Wasnixerox, Dee 11.—Some new
developements in_ the Radical pro-
ramme were made in the ITouse to-
ay. Thebills recommended by the
cancus of last week, for the exclusion
of the members from the ten unrep-
resented States from future Congres-
ses, and to prevent those States from
participating in futnre Presidential
elections, were reported from the Ju-
diciary Committee. The former (as
your readers will observe by the Con-
ressional report), passed by a solid
%adica.l vote, and the latter was post-
poned until Thursday, when it will
no doubt be adopted.

Several of the more Conservative
Republican members have expressed
their disapprobation of both of these
measures, but the fie of party is o
strong that they will hardly dare op-
pose what now scems to be the evi-
dent intent of the majority of the
House; and there is no good reason to
hope for anything better from the
Senate, although some tolerably well
informed persons profuss to believe
that the latter body will proceed with
caution cn all such measures. A few
weeks will doubtless suffice to detor-
mine how far they ave correct.

THE TARIFF—INTERNAL REVEXUE.

The regular lobby on the tariffand
internal revenue bills has made its
appearance at the capitol. A dele-
gation of New York merchants will
be here in a day or two to oppose the
House tariff Lill, now before the Sen-
ate Committce on Finance. It is
highly “protective” in character, an d
the object of the New Yorkers is to
render it less obnoxious in that re-
spect, if possible. There is very lit-
tle hope, however, for a free trade
tariff, or anything like it, so Jong as
Eastern manufactuvers wield such a
potential influence in shaping the leg-
islation of the country. Theinternal
revenue tax will probably be reduced
by placing certain articles mow sub-
ject to taxation on all taxable arti-
cles.

The pressure for a reduction of the
Cotton tax continues to increase, and
the Ways and Means Committee are
gaid to be divided in opinion on the
subject. They will hardly ceme to
any conclusion on the amended tax
bill (which will contain the Cotton tax)
until sometime in Junuary.

Relief for the Destitute. :

We copy from the correspondence of
the Charleston Cowrier, the following
synopsis of a bill which lins passed the
Mouse of Representatives, for the re-
lief of the destitution of tho Stato.
1t anthorizes the Governor to con-
tract with responsible partios to bring
into tho Stato and offer for sale, at ac-
tual cost; with a commission not ex-
ueer]inglﬂ 1-2 per cent. added at leost
oxe hundred thousand bushels of corn
per month, ifso much be nceded, and
further provides that the contractors
repay this amount to the Stale as svon
as the Governor deems that the supply
is sufficient and orders that the imypor-
tation be discontinued. It also contem-
plates that the Commissioners of the
Toor, for the severnl Tax Districts,
should impose a certain per contage
upon the last gencral tax, proportioned
to the number of paupers in their re- |
spective districts, for the support of
such paupers. The DLill also provides
that the contractors be authorized and
empowered to -sell at the credit of the
